FORT BRAGG, N.C. — .

CHICAGO (UPI) - Federal 
agents hove seized 17 pounds 
of Mexican heroin worth about 
18 million and arrested three 
• men in one of the largest drug 
"busts" ever made In the 
Chicago area. U.S. Attorney 
Samuel K. Skinner said' 
Monday. 

Skinner termed the weekend 
seizure a "very significant 
breakthrough" In fighting' 
drug dealing. 

He said it was the second in a 
multi-state investigation. 

Three persons were arrested 
and 17 pounds of heroin wore 
seized in a raid Saturday on a 
garage on the near North Side. 
Skinner said S&4.000 in small 
bills also was seized.

Skinner said the two Chicago 
residents ore part of the 
"Hcrrcra family," which Is 
believed to be a "major 
distributor" of heroin in Ihc 
Chicago area. 

Skinner said the chain of- 
evenls leading to the arrest 
began last Wednesday In Del 
Rio. Tex., where Drug En- 
forcement Administration 
agents arrested ■ a man 
carrying 23 pounds of heroin In 
the gas tank of his auto. The 
man said he was to be paid 
$10,000 for transporting the 
heroin from Guadalajara to 
Chicago. Skinner said. 

Instead, the man agreed lo 
deliver the car — minus the. 
drugs -to the Chicago ad- 



dress. There, police found the 
three suspects, 17 additional 
pounds of heroin and the cash. 
The men apparently had just 
removed Ihc heroin from a 
secret compartment In the gas 
lank of another car and were 
preparing lo replace II with the 
money for . a relurn trip to 
Mexico.

CLEVELAND (UPI1 - Tlic 
Executive -Council of the 
National Socialist Congress, 
met In Cleveland last Feb 28.
